Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 43 and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claim 43 as written does not make sense. Applicant 

is advised to rewrite said claim and correct the grammatical errors therein. Appropriate 
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correction is required. Claim 49 is rejected merely for depending from a rejected base 
claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 39-42 and 44-48 and 50 are allowed. This is because an isolated DNA 
sequence consisting of SEQ ID NO:2, 3 or 4 or consisting of SEQ ID NO:1 or coding 
region thereof is free of prior art. Further, the prior art does not teach or suggest 
preparing such specifically claimed DNA sequences. Since said DNA sequences are 
novel and non-obvious, compositions comprising said DNA sequences are also novel 
and non-obvious. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
